When the boys’ corn crops were checked 
this fall, they proved that dairying was not the 
only enterprise that they could excell in. Their 
corn crops turned out yields up to 137.7 bushels 
per acre. 


These activities that are carried on by the 
individual members are not, however, the only 
F.F.A. activities. During the year the follow- 
ing contests are held at the different schools 
which make up the Federation: Ritual Contest, 
Public Speaking Contest, Field Day Contests, 
Shop Contest, Crops Contest, and Livestock 
and Dairy Judging Contests.
